Tlic Attack Begin*. 


The Standard publishes the following 


dispatch from Spearman's camp, dated 
Feb. 't: 


"The 
force under General Bnller is 


again advancing to the relief of Lady- 
smith, nnd after two days "of severe fight- 
ing it may fairly be said to have made a 
good iirst step on the road to the besieged 
town. 


"The movement was begun at' an early 


hour on Monday morning by way of IVit- 
gieter's drift. 
The Eleventh brigade, 


forming a part of the Fifth division un- 
der flenernl Warren, made a. feint attack 
upon the kopjes immediately on our front. 
The assault was delivered at the outset 
under cover of naval gnus on Mount Alice 
and subsequently under that of field bat- 
teries. 


"The 
infantry advancer! steadily to- 


ward the Boer intrenched 
positions at 


Brakfontein and kept the enemy busily 
employed. While this diversion was lieim: 
made the remainder of the infantry told 
oft" for the attack, who had bivouacked 
Sunday night under Mount Alice, moved 
along at th',> foot of Zwart's kop in the 
direction of our right. 


A pontoon bridge was thrown across 


the Tugela hy the engineers under the tiic 
of the enemy. The first battalion to move 
across in the forenoon was the Durham 
light infantry of General Lytth-tnn's bri- 
gade. They advanced against Vaal Krantz. 
which lies on the most direct road to La- 
dy:5inith, and after two hours' splendid 
work they got within charging distance 
of the Boers. 


"The first of the kopjes was carried by 


them at the point of the bayonet with the 
utmost gallantry. Almost simultaneously 
the First battalion rifle brigade cleared 
the second 
kopje, and. after 
moving 


across the 1'ong ridge, they bivouacked on 
the spot. 


A Feint Attneli. 


"The 
feint attack at Fotgieler's drift 


having served its purpose in proven!ing 
the concentration of the enemy at Un- 
critical point the Eleventh brigade fell 
back to the river. 


"In the course of the operation bnth the 


infantry and the artillery had been sub- 
jected ro a severe shell fire. 


"On Tuesday, at 4 o'clock in the after- 


noon, the enemy, encouraged doubtless 
by their success at Spion kop, endeavored 
to recapture the position taken by us at 
Vaal Krantz. They were beaten back, 
however, with loss. 


'•The work accomplished so far has 


been magnificently done. The shell and 
Maxim tire poured in by the Boers has 
been extremely severe, hut our losses are, 
comparatively speaking, small. The Dur-. 
ham licht infantry took a-few prisoners 
in the course of their charge. 


"TJie eneiuy as usual fought with the 


utmost stubbornness. Tho British inancu- 
vpring and the accuracy of aim on the 
part of the British artillery during tin) 
lighting on Monday were beyond praise. 
There is nflt the slightest likelihood that 
the Boers will succeed iu dislodging us 
from (ho positions we have gained, and 
the prospects of the relief of Ladysmilh 
nrp decidedly hopeful.''

EXPERT SHIRT IRONING. 


TkM Make * 


New Skirt*. 


Amons the great nuoiber of laundries 


in the city there are about a doz«?n devot- 
ed to the laundering of new shirts. It is 
harder work to iron a new shirt than it is 
to irou cue that has been worn, and it 
takes more time. The new cloth is stiff- 
en, end it doesn't take starch so well as it 
does after two or three washings, when 
the shirt works easier in all the stages of 
its lacnderiug. But though the shirt is 
hardest to iron the first time it must then 
be ironed its very best. The new sfcirt 
as it is laid down upou the counter for 
inspection or if custom made as it is de- 
livered must be simply perfect, nnd it is. 


It costs more to have a new shirt laun- 


dered than one that has been worn. Ir<*a- 
ers get more pay for ironinjj them. and. 
though it takes more time, they earn 
more money at it than in ironing old ones. 
Both men and women are employed in 
IH-W sUirt ironing, the women very likely 
on the finest custom shirts. 


The ironing of new shirts calls for the 


most expert of laundry work. The collar 
and cuffs are brought out exactly in ac- 
cordance with the design. The two parts 
of the shirt front are made to match per- 
fectly, with the stud holes or the eyelets 
in one part exactly over those in the oth- 
er. 
In pique shirt bosoms the lines of 


the pattern if vertiC3,\^-ill be found to be 
drawn absolutely stflught, and if the 
lines rim ciosswise not only will they be 
found to be straight, hut to meet true at 
the middle. The same may be said of 
line colored shirts with patterns showing 
vertical or horizontal lines. If vertical 
linos, they are perfectly true; if horizon- 
tal, they are not only perfectly true, but 
perfectly matched at the center, and the 
entire bosom, though ironed on a flat 
board, is ironed into a slightly concave, 
shieldlike form that is graceful in shape 
anfi a model for uniformity. 
The per- 


fectly laundered new shirt is something 
that must command the admiration of 
everybody that likes good work, and the 
ironing of it is the top notch of laundry 
work. 


Besides the half dozen of laundries in 


the city that make a specialty of new 
shirts there are some laundries that 
make a specialty of collars and cuffs, and 
there are some laundries that make a 
specialty of hotel and steamship work." 
AVith the help of the modem machinery 
now so extensively employed in laundries 
work is done in a very short time. Any 
of the big laundries devoted to such work 
•would, if it were required, take a steam- 
ship's entire wash at night nnd return it 
in perfect order in the morning.—New 
York Sun. 


INFLUENCE OF WOMEN. 


TVhat It Has Amounted to In Many 


Important Affairs. 


In all countries and all ages woman's 


influence on affairs has been profound. 
Mme. Maincenon induced Louis XIV to 
revoke the edict of Nanlfes, thus depriv- 
ing the Huguenots of religious libeity. 
This put thorn in rebellion, sent hundieds 
of thousands of them to England and 
Holland, strengthened France's enemies 
at her expense and dealt a blow tc 
French iudustiy which affected history 
for more than a century. 
A slighting 


reference by Fredeiick the Great to 
Mme. Pompadour, who was the ruling 
power iu France for a score of years in 
the days of Louis XV, was one of the 
chief causes of the Seven Years' war 
(called by a witty Frenchman the ''war 
of the three petticoats," from the fact 
that Mme. Pompadour of France, Maria 
Theresa of Austria and Catherine II of 
Russia were on the same side in it). 


Marie Antoinette prevented her hus- 


band, Louis XVI, from making the con- 
cessions demanded in the French revolu- 
tion ind thus was the means of subvert- 
'ing the throne and of bringing Louis and 
herself to the block. Bonaparte's divorce 
from Josephine was cue of the causes of 
his ultimate downfall. 
Bonaparte said 


France was not large enough for himself 
and Mme. de Stael at the same time and 
exiled her. Next to Bonaparte she was 
through her salons the mo&t powerful 
personage in the country in her time. 


"If 1 were empress of the world," ex- 


claimed the brilliant Mme. de Tesse, ''1 
would command Mme. de Stael to talk to 
me forever." 
Mine. Talliaii, wife of a 


revolutionary leader of that name, took a 
prominent part in planning the move 
merit vihich bent Kobespierre to the guil 
lotrne and ended the reign of terror. 


In our own country the liaison between 


Hamilton and Mrs. Reynolds caused th.u 
great statesman more embarrassment 
than did alf the assaults of his political 
enemies. 
In our day the relations be- 


tween Partiey and the lady whom he 
afterward married split the Irish Nation- 
alist party, caused Gladstone to repudi- 
ate all connection with the leader, was 
one of the causes of the early death of 
the latter chieftain and contributed ma- 
terially to the defeat of the home rule 
movement. 


The record of the connection of women 


with the fortunes of public men would 
make a long and picturesque story.—Lcs- 
liu's Weekly.

At the sid* of one of the main thor- 


s of the present Deadwood there 
au old. broken down, woruout 


which has a history of histo- 


r.i-s. It is love<l by many au old timer 
];• the- Black Hills because it was the 
'• -<t messenger between the western line 
or civilization and their newly acquired 
l:iu:u- jinioiig the rugged mountains. It 
v.'as some time after tbe first man enter- 
iJ the hills before a regular stagecoach 
was put on between any of the cities 
along the border of civilization and the 
lilac!; Hills mining camps. 


During the year 1S7G, two years after 


the arrival of the Russell expedition at 
Custer, tj.e organization of the Cheyenne 
and Black Hills stage line was effected 
aud the first stagecoach was sent out 
from Cheyenne for Custer. The Indians 
were unusually troublesome at thac^JJ;-, 
and the proprietors of the stage company 
wer/» fearful lest their venture might 
come to a disastrous end because of the 
ravages of the redskins. 


One day in the summer of 1876 this 


first stagecoach was started out from 
Cheyenne with a load of passengers and 
baggage and with tbe famous driver, 
"California Charlie," and four strong 
horses. A constant lookout was kept for 
Indians throughout the journey, but there j 
was no incident worthy of mention on the 
long trip, and the coach reached Custer 
City in safety. The miners of that camp 
went wild over the event, and the town 
turned out that night for a genuine cele- 
bration. 


The following day "California Charlie," 


who had kept a leva! head during the fes- 
tivities of the night previous, mjuie prcp-

ways ensued thc-re. To stop and couple 
on another engine would not help mat- 
ters, as the time necessary for the stop 
more than equaled the extra time re- 
quired to climb the grade. Finally they 
tried coupling on tbe extra engine when 
running at full speed, and the plan work- 
ed to perfection as long as the train was 
kept up. It was one of the most beauti- 
ful pieces of work I ever saw. 
The ex- 


tra engine would be running quietly 
along several miles from the grade, and 
when the express came in sight the speed 
of the extra would be at once increased 
until it was greater than that of the on- 
coming train. 


"Then little by little the engineer would 


decrease the speed and drop back until 
engine and train would coine together 
as gently as a feather floats to earth. A 
man stationed on the cowcatcher would 
couple the two engines together, and 
their united strength would " whisk the 
train up the r-ade with scarce any abate- 
ment of speed.

The driver suddenly dropped 


over in his seat and fell into the boot of 
the coach dead, a bullet having gone 
through his head. The horses came to a 
standstill and stood waiting for a word 
from the driver. 


The Indians came up behind the coach 


on a mad run. and in a moment the coaca 
was surrounded. 
The 12 passengers 


were numb with fright. 
Some sat like 


blocks of stone. Others with more grit 
attempted to shoot out of the coach win- 
dows at the dodging Indians. It seemed 
to be the delight of the redskins to tease 
their prisoners. They would ride up ueir 
the coach and fire directly at the passen- 
gers, care being taken seemingly >tlwt tbe- 
biillels penetrate a coat sleeve, hat or 
sent cushion. 


Finally t\vo of the Indians dismounted 


from their ponies and going up to the 
horses on the coach cut them loose and 
with a wild yell dr&ve the frightened 
tennis, with harness on, away. 
That 


was the last soon of the Indians cr the 
horses. 


The passengers walked 12 miles back 


to Custer. A posse pursued the Indians, j 
but their start had been too good. Next 
day the conch was brought bark to Cus- 
ter for a fresh start for Cheyenne, the 
trip being accomplished without any trou- 
ble. 


The same coach made frequent trips to 


Cnstor during the summer of 1870, and 
on Sept. 25 of the same year the first run 
was made into Deadwood. The distance 
from Dondwood to Cheyenne was about 
30t) miles, through an intensely hostile 
country. As soon as the stage route was 
thoroughly 
established 
traffic 
became 


liravy. For a number of years, up to 
1881. all of the bullion from the Home- 
Blake company's mine was shipped out 
under heavy guard by this stage route. 
It was a perilous trip to make with the 
gold bricks, nnd nervy men went with 
the driver as guards. 


The Northwestern Express, Stagt> and 


Transportation company,'organized under 
the laws of Minnesota, with R. Blakely 
as president and C. W. Carpenter as sec- 
rotary and treasurer, commenced running 
a daily line of stagecoaches in Mny. 
1877, from Bismarck, where connection 
was made with the Northern Pacific rail- 
way company. The line was transferred 
in 1880 from Bismarck to I'icrre. where 
it connected with the Chicago and Xortii- 
•wostern railway, and in 1880 it made con- 
nection with the Fremont, Elkhorn and 
Missouri Valley railroad at Chadrou, 
Nel>. The company established a fine line 
of Concord coaches between Pierre and 
Dendwood in 1880, 
nnd the company 


carried an average of 5,000 passengers 
yearly nnd 11.000,000 pounds of exprr-ss 
nnd baggage. The Homestake bullion 
•was carried by this lino for the years 
1881 nnd 18S2. The company employed 
250 men, COO hojifes and 2.000 oxen. 


The coming of the railroads to the 


Black Hills marked the decline of the 
stagecoach, and the different linos were 
soon devoid of traffic.—Chicago Tribune.
